Kahnweiler explained, it had come to 
be considered a dull week when some 
resident wasn’t robbed once. Gener- 
ally one visit called for a second or 
third. 
» They Want Something Done. 

There were eighteen men presegt 
whose homes had been robbed for a 
lective total of forty times in the last 
three months. They wanted something 
done to ae the predatory gents. 
Hiring pri¥ate watghmen was suggest- 
ed and approved by some. Norman J. 
Gerber, 5126 Ingleside avenue, from 
whom $3,000 has been collected by 
the robbers, proposed that they be 
their own policemen, the householders 
volunteering to work in pairs on a suf- 
ficient number of nights a week to keep 
their premises constantly guarded. This 
suggestion was applauded but not 
adopted.

ATHENS, Dec. 6.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.]—The plebiscite held today 
has shown an overwhelming majority 
in favor of the return of former King 
Constantine to the Greek throne. 

The voting closed at sundown and 
the full result probably will be pub- 
lished tomorrow. 

There were no serious incidents. The 
Greek princes now in Athens voted ir 
the morning. 

The balloting was not secret. Sol- 
diers went to the voting places in 
platoons, carrying photos of Constan- 
tine. 

One of the voting stations was in a 
cathedral, where groups of boys were 
distributing ballots on which was writ- 
ten the name of Constantine for the 
affirmative, or the voter wrote the 
equivalent for “No” if he wished to 
vote negatively. The slip of paper 
was then handed in ‘and dropped into 
a box. 

In the face of the express apenatiion 


tion was put squarely to the people, 
and the indications prior to the ballot- 
ing, were that the Greeks would in- 
vite Constantine, who is now in 
Switzerland, to come back. 
Constantine Holds Key. 

In the harbor of Piraeus, the port of 
Athens, important units of the French 
for any emergency, while five addition- 
al British warships are stationed near 
by. 

in political circles it, was said to- 
day the whole situation lay in the 
hands of Constantine,’ with any solu- 
tion possible. The Venizelists were 
forecasting Constantine would receive 
a heavy complimentary vote, but that 
Ihe would abdicate in favor of his son, 
Prince George, Duke of Sparta. 

The Venizelist organ Patris has de- 
manded Constantine's definite abdica- 
tion, while other newspaper comment 
takes a mournful note, to the effect 
that the recent allied note means revi- 
sion of the treaty of Sevres, with the 
loss to Greece of Smyrna and Thrace. 

Rhallis’ Difficult Task. 

While the plebiscite proceeded the 
white haired and wrinkled premier, 
Rhallis, suffering from loss of sleep, 
struggled in the foreign office to formu- 
lgte a note in ree to the allied com- 
munication. A jojnt Franco-British 
note was received by the government 
last night, reminding it that, under the 
agreement of 1897, by which Greece's 
finances were put under French and 
British control, the Greek authorities 
ean print no new money. 


EX-KING NOT WORRIED 


LUCERNE, Switzerland, Dee. 6.— 
[By the Associated Press.]—Former 
King Constantine of Greece and his 
household are so confident that today’s 
plebiscite in Greece will result over- 
whelmingly in Constantine’s favor that 
the day has been robbed of the usual 
election day suspense, such as is 
in the United States. 

They admit, however, that if the al- 
lies are in earnest it is possible Con- 
stantine, after returning to Athens, 
might find that the country’s best in- 
terests demand his abdication. Fu: eign 
Minister. Streit, Constantine’s chief ad- 
viser, said today he believed such a 
contingency “ improbable.” , 

Say Allies Will “ Think Twice.” 

M. Streit and the other Greeks say 

future peace in the Near East depends; 

on the allies’ acceptance of the return 
of Constantine to the throne and recog: 
nition that such return is the expressed 
wish of the Greek people. It is also 
pointed out that Greece’s economic sit- 
uation, if the allies remain irreconcil- 
able, would be such as to make the al- 
lies think twice before “sacrificing 
Greece” to allied interests. 

The Greeks say Germany will certain- 
ly get the Greek trade if the drachma 
falls, as would result from a withdrawal 
of allied support, or else that Greece 
will go bankrupt, which they contend 
the allies could not afford to have 
happen. To observers hearing the 
Greek side of the case, it appears the 
Greek government, which is entnusias- 
tically for the recall -of Constantine, is 
willing ‘to risk all on the cards it holds.

Crises produce their heroes. Ensign

The farmers of the United States see little or 
nothing hopeful in the comparatively low prices 
to which cotton, wheat, and corn have descended, 
but there is a ray of sunlight there. It lies in the 
probability that these prices will help to equalize 
and stabilize foreign exchange. If this is accom- 
plished, it means a steadily improving foreign mar.- 
ket for our products, a more rapid recénstruction 
in European countries, and a more certain return 
to normal conditions both here and abroad, 

This mray not comfort the farmer at present, bul 
it may comfort and encourage other business, and 
eventually we will all profit together. Business 
analysts are finding a basis of hope in the trend of 
international trade. They find evidence that even 
the depreciated currency of Europe can buy and 
is buying American raw materials at their present 
prices. This means not only,a market for us but 
an improvement in conditions abroad which.enables 
them to pay their debts and restore their curren“y 
and productiveness. 

Recent reports of American export tonnage show 
about eight times the weight of import tonnage, but 
exports show steady increase of raw materials and 
imports show increase of manufactured goods. 
That means European labor is helping to improve 
and stabilize exchange. . 

France has imported 13,861,939,000 francs’ worth 
of raw materials in the first ten months of 1920, 
and has paid the bill almost entirely with the in- 
crease of exports over the same months of 1919. 
Germany is getting enough raw materials for 
manufacturing purposes now to undersell home 
producers of some commodities in England, Swe- 
den, and Holland. It is at least on the road to 
restoration. It will also help to improve exchange, 
which in turn will enable it to buy more raw ma- 
terials from the Unled States and elsewhere, and 
so improve our business and its own. England's 
net credit trade balance for the first eight months 
of the year is estimated at $900,000,000, including

Chicago is the victim of country thrift, of the 
cautious conservatism of a frontier generation, of 
a society which made its own wealth in the sweat

“invisible exports.” The pound sterling cannot 
keep its present low level in exchange indefinitely 
in such circumstances. It will improve in purchas- 
ing value and will buy more American products. 
General improvement in American business and 
industrial conditions can reasonably be expected.

If New York had 
lived from hand to mouth, from year to year, as 
Chicago does, she would not have enjoyed in the 
past what she has borrowed from the future and 
that future when it turned into the present would 
have been much the poorer for it. 

A great city, if it is to be noble and beautiful, 
a city in truth, must always be realizing on its 
future. If it does not it will have no future. 
New York has spent royally, but she has got the 
full return for her expenditures, If she has piled 
up debt for the future to pay, she has made it 
possible for that future to meet the debt. Chi- 
cago’s thrift deprives the present and cheats the 
future. 


WRITING ABOUT JACK DEMPSEY. 

Once in a while we write about Jack Dempsey. 
He i# an interesting man and makes an interest- 
ing subject. Possibly as many people know who 
is president eléct of the United States as know 
who is heavyweight champion of the world, but 
not more, and just as many people will be inter- 
ested in the outcome of the Dempsey-Carpentier 
fight as were interested in the outcome of the pres- 
idential election. 

We fear that a great many Americans do not 
know whether Henry Cabot Lodge is a spiritualist 
or a collar manufacturer, but they all know who 
Dempsey is. They may think that the league of 
nations grew out of the recent baseball scandal. 
Their heads may be a little flat back from the 
eyebrows, but their hearts are in the right place. 

Dempsey is an interesting man because people 
think he can lick any white man in a fight with 
fists, and there is enough of the old Nick in every 
man to make him wish that physically he were 
Dempsey. Some might wish to retain what they 
consider their own social graces and intellectual 
attainments. Others would toss them away as 
negligible and take the egoistic delights of dramatic 
physical supremacy. 

There is a general editorial recognition of the 
fascination of the subject, but some of the 
Brahming when they touch it exhibit the unbend- 
ing of a pedantic elephant coqueting with a child’s 
toy. This gets our goat. A few months ago the 
‘New York Times thought it had to say something 
editerially ehout the Dempsey-Miske fight. It evi- 
dently felt that it was falling into error and en- 
deavored to save face by classicist style which 


_ ‘would have bored a real highbrow sick and mildly 


amused a lowbrow if he could have understood it. 
The editorial convention is that if prize fighting 
‘must “be mentioned it must be with reference to 
‘the classics of the British ring and of the battlers 
who now are almost Achillean in their antiquity— 
Sayres, Heenan, the Benicia Boy, Tom Figg, Deaf 
Burke, etc., gentlemen whom Dempsey could have 
knocked into the middie of time with one wallop. 
This superiority of the writer to his subject and 
its atmosphere and argot gives pain to any one who 
-will’thke his job in writing on the square and his 
gubject at its value.

CHECKS ON IMMIGRATION. 

An immigration law is one of the immediately 
Pressing pieces of legislation which congress, must 
consider. Representative Johnson, chairman of the 
house committee on immigration, points out that the 
passport law, which is serving ‘as a partial check, 
expires automatically March 4, and unless action 
is taken to suspend entirely or to find new checks 
the only protection will be the slight restrictions 
regarding literacy and physical fitness. 

We are convinced that the American house is 
full up for the present. It is not so\much a ques- 
tion of finding room for them as of giving the na- 
tionalization agencies of the United States a chance 
to work. We cannot afford to allow great blocks of 
unassimilated aliens to be planted in this country to 
the detriment of American institutions.

MR. HARDING’S VISIT.

He 
stood the difficult test of making four or five speeches 
In as many hours. He met and addressed different 
types of people. He left everywhere a pleasant im- 
pression. 

He began in smiling. He ended in smiling. “He 
made friends all through the process and all along 
the way. The things that he said and the things that 
he did were kindly, tactful, and human. - 

Some of the senator's speeches in the course of a 
difficult, dreary and one sided campaign seemed la- 
bored and ponderous. The result showed that he did 
not have to say a word in order to win. He was 
doubtless shrewd enough to know that a good deal 
of talk might be dangerous and that all:-was probably 
superfluous. With the campaign behind him Mr, 
Harding talked to his neighbors in New Orleans 
pretty much, we imagine, as he would talk to his 


‘neighbors in Marion, Most of us like that sort of | 


talk. We also like as well the man who talks that 
way, provided he means it. 


He is the kind of man who is probably sincerely 


convinced that one way to get along in the world is 
to work at something useful, one way to make money 
is to work hard, another way to have it is to save it, 
and that there are few panaceas and miracles in leg- 
isjation or statesmanship for the various ups and 
downs and fills and woes which beset mankind in the 


struggle for existence and progress. In other words, 
Mr. Harding is @ little more like the rest of us than 
the average man who has been president in this, 
}country in a good many years,

THE DEEPEST SLEEP. 

writes, “if you can throw some 

light on the following theoretical! 
beneficial hours for sleeping—the hours 
before midnight or the morning hours 
the person sleeps the same number of 
hours in each case.” 


~- 

The hours of deep sleep are the early 
ones. There has been a good deal of 
researcn work done on that point. This 
work shows that within a few minutes 
after the onset of sleep unconsciousness 
becomes profound. ‘The sleeping person 
hears nothing, sees nothing, feels noth- 
ing, and smells nothing. During about 


two hours practically all lines of com-, 


munication with the outside world are 
“ grounded.” It is true that alarms still 
can be sent over them, but to do it the 
voltage must be high. 

From that ‘ime on the depth of uncon- 
sciousness lessens hour by hour. The 
voltage required to send an alarm ovdr 
the wires becomes less and less. The 


Wires still are grounded, but the force | 


required to get an impulse through to 
the brain ces and to imake it register 
there becomes less hour by | hour. 


Finally there comes the twilight zone 
just before the sleep period is up when 
light registers, though the eyelids are 
closed, sounds are heard though the re- 
sponse may not go further than dreams, 
sensations of cold and other discomfort 
are appreciated. Every mother has 
watched her baby as it gradually wakes 
up, the dawn of unconsciousness being 
appreciated sometimes for half an hour 
before the full light of day is in evi- 
dence. 

Though this is not exactly an answer 
to your question, it starts in that direc- 
tion. When does some unit of sleep, 
say one hour, effect the maximurff of re- 
cuperation? To settle that question it 
would be necessary microscopically to 
examine brain cellg and other cells for 
granules, according to the Crile method. 
It would be necessary to take a group 
of animals habited to long periods pt 
unbroken sleep to. work them to the 
point of exhaustion, then to kill them 
after varying sleep reriods and to exam- 
ine the cells microscopically. In that 
way we should be able to tel) at what 
period is repair most rapid. -If that 
has been done Ido not know of it. It 
is logical to think that repair is most 
rapid when sleep is most profound. 

I wonder if sleep walkers walk only 
in the later hours. Do nightmares come 
only after midnight? I wonder if any 
reader has any experience to the con- 
trary. At that, the later hours of sleep 
are thought to be more restful than this 
consideration of the depth of sleep in- 
dicates.

MISS ADDAMS’ VIEWS ON CAPITAL 
PUNISHMENT. 

icago, Dec. 4.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—The plea for mercy to the young 
criminal who now awaits execution was 
not based, as THE TRIBUNE editorial of 
last Saturday indicates, on the ground of 
sentimentality, but on a reasoned argu- 
ment which has been largely formulated 
by the distinguished lawyers and states- 
men who have from the time of Sir 
William Blackstone to the present day 
been engaged in the slow work of abol- 
ishing capital offenses. Space need not 
now be taken to review their arguments, 
but the attention of men and women in 
this country should be called to the 
beneficent provision now in the English 
law (Children’s act, 1908), which pro- 
vides for the commutation of the death 
sentence for minors. It is significant 
that on the very day when Gov. Lowden 
was listening to the plea for the reduc- 
tion of the death sentence of the young 
Italian, there arrived in Chicago the 
English weeklies of the date Nov. 12, 
1920, with an account of the reduction 
of sentence of an English minor accord- 


_ing to the provisions of this law. 


The London Times (weekly edition 12, 
November, 1920), under the heading 
“ Welsh Cottage Crime,” recounts the 
trial of an English girl for the murder 
of her aunt under very brutal circum- 
stances. The Times says that the jury 
found the prisoner guilty but with a 
recommendation to mercy because of the 
environment in which she had been 
brought up and because of her age.

Times more than one hundred years 


ago, on Jan. 18, 1801. The Times 
of that day tells how a boy named 
Andrew Banning, a luckless urchin aged 
13, who had broken into a house and 
stolen a spoon, was executed in accord- 
ance with the law of that day, which 
carried with it the death penalty for 
stealing. A few years later, in 1817, the 
biographer of Elizabeth Fry records her 
visit to Newgate prison, where she went 
to comfort a young girl, Eliza Frickler. 
and found there “also’six men waiting 
to be hanged and seven young children.” 
Mrs. ‘Fry was very vigorously attacked 
for being a sentimentalist and it was 
said by no less a person than Lord 
Chancellor Eldon that if hanging was 
abolished for theft, the property of Eng- 
lishmen would be left wholly _ without 
protection. 

It was exactly 100 years after Sir Sam- 
uel Romilly introduced in 1808 his first 
bill to abolish capital punishments in 
England that the Children’s act of 1908 
prohibited capital punishment for min- 
ors. But in the meantime capital offenses 
which, when Blackstone wrote his “ Com- 
mentaries on the Laws of England,” 
numbered 160; and which during Romil- 
ly’s life had been increased to 220, had 
been reduced to two, murder and trea. 
son.

The collapse of the civilized system 
in Russia into peasant barbarism 
means that Europe will be cut off for 
many years from all. the mineral 
wealth of Russia and from any supply 
of raw products from this area, from 
its corn, flax, and the like. It is an 
whether the western 
powers can get along without these 
supplies. Their cessation certainly 
.means a general impoverishment of 
western Europe. 


Strength of the Bolsheviki. 
The only possible government that 


can stave off such a final collapse of 
Russia now is the present bolshevist 
government, if it can be assisted by 
America and the western powers. 
There is now no alternative to that 
government possible. There are, of 
course, a multitude of antagonists, 
adventurers and the like, ready, with 
European assistance, to attempt the 
overthrow of that bolshevist govern- 
ment, but there are no signs of any 
common purpose and moral unity ca- 
pable of replacing it. 

And, moreover, there is no time now 
for another revolution in Russia. A 
year more of civil war will make the 
final sinking of Russia out of civiliza- 


we can, therefore, of the boishevist gov- 
ernment, whether we like it or not. 
The bolshevist government is inexpe- 
rienced and incapable to an extreme de-. 
gree. It has had phases of: violence 
and cruelty; but it is, on the whole, 
-honest. And ‘it inéludes a few indi- 
viduals of real creative imagination 
and power who may with opportunity, 


great reconstructions. The bolshevist 
government seems, on the whole, to be 
trying to act up to its professions, 
which are still held by most of its sup- 
porters with a quite religious passion. 
Given generous help, it may succeed in 
establishing a new social order in Rus- 
sia of quite civilized type. | 


Bolshevist Principles. 


It will probably be a mitigated com- 
munism, with a large scale @andling 
of transport, industry, and, later, agri- 
culture. It is necessary that we should 
understand and respect the professions 
and principles of the bolsheviki if we 
western peoples are to be of any effec- 
tual service to humanity in Rueasia. 


} Hitherto these professions and prin- 


ciples have been ignored in the most 
extraordinary way by the western gov- 
ernments. 
The bolshevist government is, and 
says it is, a communist government. 
And it means this, and will make this 
the standard of its conduct. It hag sup- 
pressed private ownership and private 
trade in Russia; not as an act of ex- 
pediency but as an act of right; and in 
all Russia there remain OW no com- 
mercial individuals and jbodies with 
whom we can deal who wf] respect the 
conventions and The western 


commercial life. The shevist gov- 
ernment, we have to und@rstand, has, 
by its nature, an Invincible prejudice 
against individual business men; it will 
not treat them in a manner that they 
will consider fair and honorable; it will 
distrust them and, as far as it can, put 
them at the completest disadvantage. 

It is hopeless and impossible, there- 
fore, for individual persons and firms 
to think of going into Russia to trade. 

There is only one being in Russia 


-zith whom the western world can deal, 


and that is the bolshevist government 
itself; and there i¢ na way of dealing 
with that one being safely and effa> 
tually except through some national, 
or, better, some international, trust. 
This latter body, which might repre 
sent some single power or group of 
powers, would be able to deab with the 
bolshevist. government on equal terms 
Return to Civilized Life.

| TRIBUNE COOK BOOK | 


BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
Variations of Flead Crust. 


In making a wide circuit of the mar- 
kets the other day, we saw much leaf 
lard at 19 cents a pound, rather a small 
price to pay for good winter food fuel. 
As body fuel it is comparable to me- 
dium hard coal. 


A once famous authority in the cook- 
ing world, Eliza Acton, tells us how 
‘to use it in a process that somewhat 
resembles that of making the famous 
beaten biscuit. Of the cakes or bis- 
cuits made from the crust, called 
fleed or flead cakes,” she says: “ These 
are much served as a tea cake at the 
tables of the superior order of Kentish 
farmers. They are made of flead crust 
rolled one-half inch thick and baked 
rather quickly. Her recipe for the crust 
is: Flead is the provincial name for 
the leaf, or inside fat of the pig, which 
makes excellent crust when fresh, 
much finer, indeed, than when it is melt- 
ed into lard. Clear it quite from skin, 
and slice it very thin into the flour, add 
sufficient salt to give flavor to the 
paste, and make the whole up smooth 
and firm with cold water; lay it on a 
clean dresser, and beat it forcibly with 
a rolling pin until the flead is blended 
perfectly with the flour. “i 

.It may then be made into cakes with 
the paste cutter, or used for pies, round 
the edges of which a knife should be 
passed, as the paste-rises better when 
cut than when rolled toé the proper size. 
With the addition of a small quantity 
of butter it will be found equal to fine 
puff crust, with the advantage of being 
more easy of digestion.

fourth pounds of flour, eight ounces - 
flead, one small teaspoon salf. Good) 


common crust: One pound flour, six 
ounces flead, two.ounces butter. Rich 
erust: Three-fourths pound flead, two 
ounces butter, one pound of flour. The 
crust is good, made without any butter.
